War Vets Oppose 
New N. Y. Salute

NEW YORK—tThe Jewish War 
Veterans of the Onited States have 
expressed themselves as unalter- 
ably opposed to the “Nazi-type” 
salute used in some of the public 
schools in New York City, and 
elsewhere. 

The new salute, recommended by 
the State Department of Educa- 
tion and submitted to the principals 
through a circular isued by Harold 
G. Campbell, Superintendent of 
Schools, brough confusion and un- 
certainty as to the proper method 
of pledging allegiance to the flag. 

The revised pledge calls for a 
civilian salute by the placing of 
the right hand over the heart and 
then extending the hand straight 
forward, with palm upward. In 
the traditional military salue the 
hand is raised to the head, at the 
proper time raised straight and 
then dropped briskly to the side.

At Swarthmore, Sel- 
ligman was the youngest and lead- 
ing member of the senior class. 
In addition to his parents. Sel- 
ligman is survived by two sisters, 
Miss Augusta Selligman and Miss 
Lucy Selligman. Whether it will 
be possible to return the body to 
Louisville has not been ascertain- 
ed.

Postal Law Stops 
Bingo Gambling

MILWAUKEE, W1IS—tThree Mil- 
waukee churches have found 
themselves in the  embarras- 
sing position of having their mail 
barred by the Milwaukee Post of- 
fice this week. The mail matter 
was returned with notations that 
the material violated the anti-lot- 
tery mailing laws because it con- 
tained circulars advertising “Bin- 
go” parties. 

“We have intercepted other sim- 
ilar circulars recently that had 
been mailed by church and frater- 
nal organizations,” said Postmas- 
ter John Fleissner. “I don’t in- 
tend to prosecute any of the cases, 
however. I don’t believe these or- 
ganizations knew they were violat- 
ing the law.” 

Church leaders believe the post- 
master’s action will have an ex- 
tensive deterrent effect on the 
wide practice of running such 
gambling games at church bazaars 
and fairs, which recently has come 
under fire. City officials complain 
that they cannot obtain conviction 
of commercial gamblers so long as 
church organizations countenance 
gaming devices. 





RABBI’S WIFE DIES

Baeck of Berlin and daughter of 
the noted Rabbi Adolf Weiner of 
Oppeln, died this week. Rabbi 
Baeck is president of the Reichs 
Representation of Jews in Ger- 
many.

BERLIN—The Gestapo this 
week confiscated a pamphlet 
showing the high rate of suicides 
among Jews in Germany. 
The pamphlet, by Dr. Franz 
Goldman, a former official of the 
Reich Ministry of Interior and 
prominent research worker, showed 
that in Berlin alone in 1932 and 
1934 the proportion of Jewish sui- 
cides was 50 per cent above that 








of the rest of the population. 





High Jewish Suicide Rate is 
Shown by Confiscatsd Survey 


In that period 334 Jews, includ- 
ing 122 women, took their lives, 
of whom 63 men and 38 women 
were. over the age of 60. Forty- 
six per cent of the men and 38 
per cent of the women suicides 
were married. 

An epidemic of suicides among 
German refugees in Palestine was 
described with cases of Jews tak- 
ing their lives reported daily, most 
of them over the age of 40. 


Chicagoans Hear 
Mrs. Wise Deflate 
Address of Hess

CHICAGO—The plea of Rudolph 
Hess, Chancellor Hitler’s deputy, 
for better trade relations with 
the United States stood on record 
this week with the retort of Mrs. 
Stephen S. Wise that the Nazis 
should be fought with the boycott 
of German goods and services. 
The impromptu “debate” was 
stated before the fourth annual 
Woman’s Congress sponsored by 
the Chicago {Tribune when Hess, 
speaking hrough a recording of 
his voice, was followed on the pro- 
gram by Mr. Wise, who spoke over 
a nationwide network on “The Role 
of Woman in Democracy.” 

Hess explained the hope that a 
trade treaty with the United States 
could be obtained and announced 
that a negotiator was being sent 
for that purpose. In his three- 
minute address, he said Germany 
was seeking world peace and would 
fight only if provoked. He warned 
the world against interfering with 
Germany’s export trade. 

“My most heartful desire is that 
the question of war may have beem 
raised and discussed for naught,” 
he said. “Adolf Hitler, Fuerher 
of the German Reich, is a front 
soldier. I, too, have seen four years 
of service om the front. I implore 
you to believe me when I say that_ 
we front soldiers do not want an- 
other war. We have only one wish 
and that is to protect humanity 
from another war.” 

Mrs. Wise, attacking the Nazi 
regime, urged that commercial re- 
lationship with the Reich be re- 
fused. Replying to Hess’ appeal 
for good-will, she said that this 
could come about only when civil 
and religious liberty was given to 
the entire German’ population. 

“The women of my people have 
suffered from the destruction of 
democracy in other lands,” said 
Mrs. Wise. “We know what is 
happening to women in Nazi Ger- 
many. They are treated without re- 
spect and their status is one of 
utter degradation.”

Her husband operated a corner 
drug store in Atlanta, and as she 
made certain that I would under- 
stand, she was in love with him. 
In Atlanta she helped her husband 
in the drug store, and by this I 
suppose I was to understand by 
what she said later, that she was 
part of the very highest type of 
Jewish society in her community. 

I have heard it said so often 
that I suppose I should have been 
callous by them. “All those ‘kike’ 
: are down around the Fourth 
Street Beach,” she blurted out 
with the deepest intonation of dis- 
gust. “i wouldn’t go there for 


thing”. 

I flared up. I told her that be- 
cause my parents didn’t speak the 
purest English that they probably 
would be included in her category 
of “Kike” Jews. I also, in my 
anger, said a few other things. 

Later I came to know that she 
was part of the very highest type 
of Jewish society in Atlanta be- 
cause I sat in a car with her, where 
she was being solicited by two nice 
and well-groomed lawyers from 
New York who never hesitated to 
show their respect for her and her 
husband by patting her on the op- 
posite side of her lap, and not 
gently, whenever the many oppor- 
tunities were offered. 

And then I was in the very hos- 
pitable home of a very (I mean 
this) fine editor of a Southern An- 
glo-Jewish newspaper. His two 
daughters of High School age, his 
son, and his wife and sister made 
a pleasant family circle. And he 
told me of the “Kike” Jews on the 
train as he was going to New 
York. 

“Kike” Jews. I want none of it. 
I love “Kike” Jews. They sacri- 
ficed so their children might be- 
come the Eddie Cantors, the Al 
Jolsons, and the Irving Berlins. 
They lived in squalid environments. 
They had no chance to learn the 
social amenities. When they ar- 
Tived on these shores, they were 
stared with the immediate neces- 
sity of earning money to buy food. 
Their’s was a struggle. 

And because their sons and dau- 
ghters have the benefits of their 
sacrifice and their hard- work, they 
gmeer at them and call them ‘Kike” 
Jews. In Russia there are no Jews 
ef any kind, and in Germany there 
are neither half Jews or “Kiwe” 
Jéws, but in this land of the free, 
we have our Jews and our “Kike”

There was recently established in 
Chicago a Federation of Congregations, one of 
the latest rulings of which forbids rabbis and 
synagogues affiliated with it to render service 
to non-members. Any non-members who de- 
sires the services of a rabbi must first apply to 
a central committee which will examine the case, 
endeavor to induce the applicant to become a 
member of a congregation which is to his lik- 


ing, and, if it finds that he is incapable or um- 
willing to do that, may assign him to the ser- 
vices of one or the other rabbi or congregation. 
Such a system will have to be carried out with 
a great deal of tact and care, but at the same 
‘time, it is manifestly unfair that a small part of 
the community should maintain -institutions for 
the benefit of those who refuse to contribute 
their share to the support of these institutions.

To The Editor: 

When the church decided that 
confession was good for the soul 
it referred purely to the private 
and personal admission of sinfull- 
ness. Public confession, “hitting 
the sawdust trail”, crying aloud, 
“Lord, I am a sinner”, has always 
struck me as being a bit oratori- 
cal, mawkish, empty, and degrad- 
ing. Usually, it is a show put 
on for the benefit of the audience. 

That was how your confession 


of last week sounded, at least, to 
this reader. I refer to your self- 
justifying statement that the rea- 
son you were guilty of Zionistic 
sinfullness, and that there were so 
few Zionist members was that Jews 
simply had not been approached. 
Now, you pride yourself on being 
an editor of a paper interested in 
positive Jewish life, and of being 
a Jew who is vitally interested in 
the healthy’ survival of Jewish life. 
Where have you been in all these 
years? If, as you admit, Zionism 
is probably the most vital move- 
ment of this day, and as you sub- 
mit, Jews are ready to become 
Zionists for the mere asking, why 
did you not ask? You can make 
100 Zionist members. Why must 
you wait for a challenge before 
making them, or are you indulg- 
ing im rhetoric just to hear your- 
self talk? When did you ever hear 
of a Jew waiting for someone to 
challenge him to do a Mitzvah?
